T’S the unusual that attracts at- 

tention, and it’s only necessary 
te use your eyes plus a little imagi- 
mation and ingenuity to ferret out 
exceptional views and angles that 
lead to pleasing photographs. Per- 
haps you've never taken mirror 
Mectures, and, if this be the case, 
you've missed a. number of opportu- 
amities for interesting effects, 

Probably the most important 
‘point of technique when taking pic- 
tures of this type is eorrect focus. 
Whea picturing the reflected image 
enly, it is necessary to add the 
@atance from the mirror to the 
pabject to the distance from the 
mirror to the camera lena. For 
example, suppose the subject is 
three feet from the mirror, and the 
eamera six feet from it. Then three 
Plus six fcet gives a total of nine 
feet—the distance for which you 
would focus your’camera.
